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1. Between 9 and 15 November 1951, there was no flying at V.ittstock airfiel d. 
No planes were observed on the landing fie ld. | I 
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3etween 16 and 18 November, there was no flying at the field. Jet fighters 
were observed flying from o to 10:L5 p.m, on 19 November. At 9s30 a.m. on 
20 November, two jet fighters took off and circled over the field. Two 
other ;jet planes were parked on the taxiway. Jet fighters flew between 8*20 
and 11s 15 p.m. on 22 November. From 9s 30 a.m. to I2s30 p.m. on 23 November, 
four ie t. fimhters circled over the field. No other planes were seen at the 
field. 
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At 9s 30 a.m. on 2L November, a jet fighter took off. The plane landed about 
half .an hour later. Three additional planes were parked on the eastern end 
of the runway. No other aircraft were seen. Between 8s 30 a.m, and noon on 
25 November, 12 jet fighters took off in groups of four' at 8i30, 9s 25 , and 
10:55 a.m. and landed at 9$10, 10s05 and 11 s 1+5 a.m. 


Between 8s30 a.m. and 6 p.m. on 26 November, there was flying by 18 swept- 
baek jet fighter s ♦ The planes took off In two formations of four and one 
formation of 12.1 
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On 12 December, 13 T'iC-l5s were observed at the field. On li+ December, 7 
KiG-l5s, 3 biplanes and 1 twi n-engine plane were counted and 8 other NiC-l5s 
were estimated at the field. I I
